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NOTE. 



The serious and continued ill-health of Mr. Bailey has 
hitherto prevented the issue of the Second Part of the 
Inventories of Church Goods, and consequently the com- 
pletion of the First Series of the Publications of the 
Chetham Society. 

As the returns for the Hundreds of West Derby, Black- 
burn, and Leyland, are complete in themselves, and have 
been in type for some years past, it has been thought well 
by the Council to issue these Hundreds as the Second Part 
of the volume, so as to bring the First Series to a close, 
with the hope, however, that Mr. Baileys health may 
allow of his editing, as a separate volume, the Inventories 
for the Hundreds of Amounderness, Lonsdale, and Furness, 
and giving the members of the Chetham Society the 
detailed Introduction promised in the Temporary Preface 
to the First Part. 

The last four pages of the volume (pp. 129-132) have 
not had the advantage of Mr. Bailey's revision or correc- 
tions.

THIS hundred, noeitenBire with the old Deanery of Warrington, was neit io 
importance to Silford hundred. It comprised twcnt; parishes. 
Tha Inquisition was in cliarge of Edward, third Earl of Derby j Sir Thomaa 
Gerard, Ent. ; Thomas Botelsr, Esq. Tlie indeiitiirea are uniformly dated Tunday, 
4 October IJ51. The form of them rlifTera from thoio of the former hundred j ons 
result of which ia that the namee of the incumbents do not appear. The reference 
to the membranes it 3/49. 

Edward, third Earl of Derig, waa horn in ijio. He succeeded his father in 1511, 
and died in IJ74. In hia youth he had been placed under the charge of Cardinal 
WoUe7,'in whoso household he ma; hare 4,cquircd a love of pageantry and hospitality. 
Ihe Oardina] was one of the (iiperrieors of hia father's will. In ijji ho was present 
with the king on the Field of the Cloth of Qold. He became a Knight of the Bath in 
the following year. Id 153(1 he wae engaged with the Lancashire and Cheshire forces 
in suppressing the rebellion known as the Pilgrimage of Qrace. Six years hiter he 
raised forces for the army which inyaded Scotland under the Dnkc of Norfolk. In 
■544 he entered ioto the royal designs on the Monasteries, on the dissolution of which 
he acquired great pDssessioDS. At the accession of Sdnard VI- he was made a Knight 
of the tiarter. His worldly prudence was such, that Queen Mary made bim, in 1555, 
Iiord High Steward ; and Queen Elizabeth, in ijjS, created him a Privy Councillor, 
and added his name to many of the ecclesiastical commissions of the reign. His life 
md eharaetBrhare boon amply set forth in Canon RaiDcs's Stanley Faperi. Cf. ColUns'i 
I ^&rage, edition Brydgei, toI. iii, pp. 6gseq.; Lane, VUit,, 1J)3, p- 6 ; ixlk Seport 
I Dtp.

Sir Tlioinai Gerard of Bryn, near Ashton-in-Makeriield, 00. Lnnc, appears to 
ha»B been High Sheriff of the county in ij+S, being then "miles." In a list, 1549, 
he appears as knt. He married Jane, daughter of Fettir Legh of Lyme and Haydock, 
Esq., another daughter of whom, Cecilia, married that Sir Thomas Butler who died 
in iSS°' Ahout [541 Dns Johes Ash crofl appeared at a Tiaitation, being a stipendiary 
at Winwiok, paid by Thomas Gcrrard, Esq, ; but he is marked as suspended. At 
the same time Hugo Cokson was a chantry priest at Wigaii, on Gerard's stipend, 
haTing paid his firat-fruita j6 Henry VIII. Sir Thomas is not to be confounded with

.-'^hmttiu Butler, Esq., of Bewsey {1516-79), was the descendant of a graudfether 

;'-fof JiiB same name, the fiftEcnth baron of Warrington), who. "of falasBed mind and 
jood pnrposB," founded the Gramraar-aehool of Warriugton — a beoefaelion to which 

' ' the editor of this book owes his parly education. In 40 Elizaboth, Peter Warburton 
and Eliiabctb his wife, grand- daughter of Sir Thomas Butler, int., the founder, were 
plaintiffs in the Duchy Court against Sir Thomas Gerard, knt., sole surriTing trustee, 
in a case in which were concerned lands, Ac., for the support of the Free Grammai' 
School (Ck;., vol. iii, p. 3S9); as also the nomination of a schoolmaster (ZiiiJ., p. 4oKi 
Bod cf. Tol. ii, p. J09). The faunder'e son, Sir Thomas (i49S~'SJ0), was the king's 
reoeirar for the counties Palatine of Lancashire and Cheshire. He it was, as Thomas 
Sotelcr, Esq., who, id 1513-4, was the king's commissioner in Lancashire and Cheshire 
to make certain enquiries about the occupants of beoeSceai and his certificate or 
return for the Wapentake of Salford, the only dirision remaining, and guotsd painm, 
was addressed to the Kt. Hon. Sir Thomas More, knt.. Chancellor of the Duchy of 
LancBster, and to the Sing's most honourable Council {Cal. to Pleadings, vol. ii, p. 
29). He was involved throughout his life in pecuniary embarrassments, and wems 
to hare entered into the ecclesiastical changes nith the view of relieving himself from 
his obligationB. He witnessed the surrender of Furness Abbey, 9 April 1537, and 
received a lease of some of the estates of Up-Holland Priory. Thomas, the eom- 
missioner of these indentures, the representative of tlie house in its glory, was his son 
by a daughter of Piers or Peter Logh of Haydook and Bradley, Esq. On the acoes- 
tion of King Edward, he was in possession of some office in the court ; and in 1552 was 
a knight of the shire of bis county, which he served in isrious capacities. He held from 
the crown a lease of the estates of the Butler chantry in Warrington church. Ha 
received the honour of knightliood from Quean Elizabeth, to whom he was eminently 
lojal. He was an advocate of the Reformation doctrines: in 1567 it was said that 
the gentry of Lancashire, from Warrington all along the sea coasts, were of the 
Popish faction, except Mr. Butler, and withdrew themselves from religion. His goods 
were inventoried after his death, in 1579, and there are noted "lynnyns with books, 
dooke Bnd beir'i "one Englyasbe byblo w'l' other booios esteemed to iiij" — the 
olooke and bell esteemed to iiij"." In the knight's chamber was a picture of Christ, 
and the Queen's Majesty's picture iij' iiij*. It ia suspicious to find among this 
property eight Testmenta and two oopea of velvet and silk "fayre ymbrodered." His 
estates descended to his only son Edward, who, drawn into the toila of the Earl of 
Leicester, squandered tJiem and brought to an end an ancient and an honourable 
bouse.

(cf. §§ W&rrington, p. 61, Wigan, Childwall) ) adding : " in all other churchii off thij 
BeaiuTo ther is uothiag sold aliensted or put nwsje oat of ther Bsid dmrchjj or 
chapels." {State Fajieri, Dom.

In thirteen churohea in this dcanerj, wliOM (pirituai condition was reported upon 
about the ;e>r iS^i, according to tho detsiila giren unJor tho separate parishes, it is 
foand that the total nnmbat of ootnniuoicanta wm 31,500, It waa roporled further 
that Ibore were soTen preschen in the deanBr;, whereof only one was able and paiuful 1 
tiTO were iaauBicient; three were non-resident ; tad oo« wu not painful.

Two years later Sir 
Thomas Butler, knt., was defeailant in a case in which Edward Seblc claimed a debt 
out of the lauds of Warrington Parsonage (toI. i, p. 164). Peter Anderton was olai- 
mant (against Sir Thomas ButLcr and William Bruch) of certain issues and profits of 
Wcryngton Pareonage for a debt upon recogniianco by statute (tol. i, p. 199). There 
was further litigation in Elizabeth's reign concerning the parsonage {Cal.,yo\. iii, pp. 
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34,75), Kebell would te better deserving of romembraniM as a Warrington WoHby, 
had ho not imporLTiahed bis euccessora bj granting a leaeo of Lis punoQage to Sir 
Thomas Boteler, whit'h only expired in 1 743 (AnnaU of Iha Lardi of Warringtm, 
pp. 451 teq-) Tho three folloning deeds, relating to this diumlitable m 
the Exchequer Records {No«.

hall, and Dna Riuui Tajlior attended the Tiaitation 2 Edward VI. {Piroope MSS., i, 
157), Sir Richard Tajlor, priest, was defendant Ln tho Dvichy Court in an aaaault 
case, being prosecuted bj Kichard Bnicho (Cal., yol. i, p. 1S6). 

About 1563 this populous parish contaiued 3000 communieantfl. The yearly ralna 
of the parsonaga was lool, "whereof the p'sou [then Thomas Amerje] hath by oor- 
mption but 10", a pr'acber not painefuU" (Dom. Ser., Elizabeth, Tol. uii, No. 4.7). 
Id 1J90 tho parsonage was in lease to Mr. Dudley, patron ; and the parson, Mr. 
[John] Ashewortb, was a preacher. At the two chapels of Hollingford and New 
Church there were no prcachera. The Dumber of commuuicanle is not altend 
(Qibaon's LydUtte Salt, p. 248). 

Gaatrell (vol. ii, pp. 132-3) records tliat there were two churchwardens for the town, 
by ancient Custom, named by Lord Warrington and Mr. Legh of Lyme j and three for 
tho other townships. The names of those in the indenture are common on the first 
few pages of tho old regisfer, eicept Eilne and Solheche, which are nunsuaL Tho 
christian name Hamlet is not infrequent In these parts. 

The lellt are mentioned in the statutes of the Grammar School, by which it was 
ordered that after the bellman, on a certain day in April of erary year, had gons 
through the town of Warrington, deairing every man, woman, and child to pray 
for the souls of the founder and his heirs, "then j" clerk of y' church of Warrington" 
was to cause "three long peals to be rungen w''' all y' Bells in y" steeple, eieept j' 

Banetus Bell, and y' same olerk to have for y* Bloginge is'', and y" hellman 

to have ij"" [Lane. CUaatrier, p. 58). The old bells were recast, and arc new ones 
provided in 1698, the inscriptions on which are found in Warriaglon Chnreh Notei, 
Preface, p. ii. 

An interesting diaeovery of a richly embroidered chasuble at Warrington ha« 
relation to the vestmenU here calendered. The dresaea which survived the visits of the 
inquiaitora of Edward were destroyed In great numbers in tho early part of the reign 
of Elizabeth. In that interim, one of the Warrington vestments was hidden near 
the rood-loft of the old church. In the year 1814, when some alteCHtions in tho 
chancel were being made, under the care of Mr. Bickmsn, a doorway near the rood- 
screen was re-opened, and a stairease leading upwards to the rood-loft was discovered, 
and another flight ot steps leading downwards to a crypt. It was upon one of tha 
steps of tha latter that the vestment was found oaretully wrapt up. Tlio Hector of 
Warrington, the Bev. B. A. Rawstorne, ultimately gave it to the Bev. Dr. Moljneux, 
the Boman Catholic priest there, and it has since formed part of the wardrobe of the 
chapeL It was recently exhibited at the opening of Warrington Art Gallery. An 
excellent authority, the Hev. Dr. Rock, described it in tha Proceedings of the Sogal 
Archaologioallnstilate, 4 February, 1870 (vol. iivii, p. 135-7). When found it had, 
he says, two orphreys attaohed which were since removed. The embroideries " are in 
the poorest kind of Enghsh work which marked the end of the Sfteenth and th« 
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inning of the liiteentb century, irith the one Tsdeeming qatUt; of Ili« eioelleuM 
of their duipering or grounding;, whicli ii in general well worked. All llie figure*, ind 
■the niches within which they "Wnil. »rc wrought in eolaurcd silks, ■ftcr the node of 
the oput plHmarium or feat her-it itch, while the golden threads of the diipcring are 
»> bright at thej looked the lirM daj they were put io, being wound round with 
pare metal, and not a£ now imposed of baie uid oopppr alloj. Though quito inferior 
a> works of fine eiecution, these orphrcyi are truly Tsluablo, u furnitliing some 
curious samples of ejmbolism uid hietorio alloiione. The cross on iha bock U 
eomewhat in the Y shape, mad three nngcls, each with a golden chatico in bis hand, 
TeceiTethe saored blood trirkliag from the hands aud pierced aide of oar Lord upon the 
cross. To signify the perpetual rirginity. not only of our Lord and the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, hut also of the beloTed disciple St. John, two lilj plants, hat with the flowers 
coloured pink, are shooting ap, one on each side, form the grouoJ at the foot of tho 
cross. If the persons of Abel, AbraUam and Mulchiacdeck, together with two of the 
apostles, rosy be easily recognized by their emblems, to not a few ipeclators it may 
be diffifolt to say why that figure iu armour, with a battle aie resting on his shoulder, 
iLonld be there. lu my mind there canuot be a doubt that the knight we behold so 
>hcwn is meant for Thonuks, Barl of Lancaster, beheaded at Poutefrtict, i.D. 131), in 
the reign of Edward II." The Earl was one of the leauiors of the popular party of 
Eugland against the foreigners whom the king was ourichiDg; and on bis death 
a martyr's honoure were accorded to him. Robert da Werrington, iu 1317, was 
iaterested in collecting money to erect a chapel where the Barl met his death. " Far 
into thedayBofHenrrVill.," concludes Dr. Book, "there lived in the English mind 
a loring and a reverent rcmembronoa of Thomas, Earl ot Lancaster ; aud the biding 
so cnrefully away within a concealed part of this church at Warrington of this one 
out of the many chasubles which must hare bflonged to it, speaks of the liopo that 
other and less clouded and stormy days would dawn when tbe Tostment with the 
likeness embroidered on it of a moo so loved would |sgaia be worn at its altar." 
Cf Warrington Examiner, 19 September, 1877 ; and BcamoHt's Warringioii Church 
Satti, p. no, and Lurdi of Warringloa, p. 473. 

Cloth of J}ttnuuk was a woven material, muoh iu«d for ehurcb-haugings and 
furaiture. 

Fannant is tbe flame ta faaon or piano* (from tha German fahne or fannel)! 
otherwise tbe Tnaniple (from mattHi) ; the tatter so called because it was slipped over 
the left band. Tbe short white sleeves worn by butclier» are called fanncts or fanuona. 
The fanon was oscd at Grst to wipe the chalice. Iu process of time it was embroidered 
like the stole, and became a mere ornament, but still a part of a complete vestment. 
Id the church-goods made away with at Bomnbte, ca. Lincolu, there is mentioned 
a vestment "and je rest as fanells, stooles, and such like, brent iiij years ago, p'te of 
the same and (he rcit hath made (luisbwines of" (Peacock, p. 53). The fanon has 
been occasionally used at St. George's Chapel, Windsor, and elsewhere. According 
to Tyndoie (Aniwer lo More, Parker Soc, p. 73) its mystical signification was, that 
it was the cord with which the Saviour's hands were bound. 

CVxIm is B (tuff made of tightly -tnisted worsted, and was used for bangiagi. Tho 
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oitbogniphj vnriel. It is aometimes called Crexel, under irhich name It will ba 
resdily recognized as a kind of work uewl; introduced amongst ladies' fanoy work. 
A Tcatment in Eirtou-in-LiudBej' is said to have beea ol gmen crogUe (Peacock, p. 131)- 
loEaBbSHrnet, Herta, tliere wasoneofrcd aadanotberof wbite cmi/ll (CWviiu, p. 33); 
also (p. 66) ij eopBB of crvelL Cf. Sh«lllev)orlh Accotnita, p. 560. 

The Panicle of cruel work was the dress of the sub-deacon (Cf. Bolton, anteA, p. 35). 
It was a much plainer yestment than the deacon's. A description of it, with a cut, 
is to be fonnd in Dr. Eock's CTturch of our Fatkeri, toI. i, pp. 383 aeq. 

Dornyx, Dort/ax, or Domiclc, was a cloth used for hangings, &,c. It resembled 
damask, but was of inferior quiUity. It took its name from a Dutch town Doomick, 
i.e., Touroaj, in French Flanders, where it was origioallj nrnds, Toumaj is 
described bj Hejlyn as a great, rich, migtty and strong town {Cosmographtf, edition 
j6j7, p. 366), in whose time, from the neighbouring town of ArmentierH, 15,000 
pieces of cloth were sent yearly to Italy, and thence to Constantinople. Dornick was 
well known in domestic and ecclesiastical use in England, Cere cloths were made 
of it (Peacock, p. 104). Amongst the Bury Wills (Canideu Boa., toI, ilix, pp. 1 35-6) 
we hare, in 1538, "vi payroof shets wyth the Bparver curbanya of dornyke," and " oon 
ooTerynge of dornjkks." The editor says that there was a celebrated manufactopj 
of domicks, hats, and coverlets, at Fnlham in Norfolk ; and that Agnes HorryeB, 
widow, of Bary, 1 j6d, bequeathed "j oouerljght of Pulhamworke" to the church 
of S. James in that town, " to ecrue at the mynystration of the comunyon " (p. 253}. 
The fabrick was made at Norwich as late as i68j ; Thomas Tiluey of Norwich, Dornii- 
weaver, 16651 and Margaret, wife of James Tilnej of Norwich, Dornii-weayor, 16K5 
{MS. Wills). The price of the stuff about the date of this inTeotory is found by tha 
following euttj from the church trardena' books of Bungaj-St. -Mary's iJEaat Aaglian, 

Tol. ii, p. 129) : " IJ50. Jt. paid for yj yards of brode Dornycks for the table 

yiU*. iiijrf." Cf. Whitaker's KadcUff^i Lettera, p. 133. 

The earliest of the present church plate bears the dates i6ij and 1627. 

Bishop Birdo in his enquiry, 154S, about the alledgod nuBappropriation of church 
property in his diocese, reports thus upon Warrington : " There is nothing alienated 
■old or put away ther but j' ther is certen goodia off the church ss apperis hie a 
bill indented delyu'd to John Hgewnye and others the church wardens off wcrington 
to the uae off the church and att the jeria end thej' to delyu' them to the next 
church wardens " (Slate Fapera, Bom. Ser., Edward VI., vol. iii, No. 4).

Simoad Bradshaje of Leigh, oliai Pinnington, t'letke, bj his will, 27 October 157 j, 
directs his body to bo buried, either in the ohaneel of Leigh chureh, or olae nigh his 
father's burioll. He mentions Boger fTeildea, viear of Leigh ; tlio glassB viyndowe 
nigh where my father nas buried ; Thomas Johnson, tbe parish clerke of Leighe, by 
whom, and bj FieldeD, the wiU ia attestod (Mr. J. P. Bylaads's notes). 

The name of vicar Olerko occurs in the fifth chapter of Froude's Siitort/ of 
England, vol. i, pp. 46S-.9, ed. 1S71, in an account of some depositions taken by 
the Earl of Derby touching slanderooB and unfitting words uttered against King 
HenijTlII. and his new Queen, Anne, in the month of July 153s, a report of which 
tbe Barl seat up to London. Frauds does not Btat«, as was the case, that thsse 
depositions were taken, at the town of Leigh, aod that the witnesaea, if not tho 
oiTender himself, belonged to the same neighbourhood. The historian's aaurce of 
information was the anneiod letter. No. oxv, printed in Ellis's Original Letteri 
illuttralive of EnglUh History, Brst series, vol. ii, pp. 42-^j, and taken from tbe 
original in the Chapter House at Waatroinster. A copy of tbe document was, how- 
ever, kept by Sir Henry Farrington, tbe Earl's assistant in the business, which letter 
is now preserved in Miss Qarington's coUectionof Jlf£5. at Wordcn; and it has already 
been given in abstract by Canon Raines in The Stanleg Papers, pt. ii, p. 24 (vol. mi, 
Cheth. Sac.) In this way the dooumeut baa oomu to be oalendared in tbe Sixth Report 
of the Sittorical HISS. Commiiiioit, p. 444, by Mr. Horwoad ; but it has not been 
done xitbout some inaccuracies in dates. &a. It is a doeumcnt of some signiOoanco, 
having relation to tbe Eceloaiastical charges which these inventories illustrate. In 
Jul,', 'i J'l Henry VIII., after a union of twenty-two years, GnallT separated from 
his Sret.nifa, Queen Catherine. Archbishop Craumet's sentence nullifying that 
marriage was given in May, 1 jjj ; but Henry's actual marriage with Anne Boleyn, 
which could no longer be honourabiy delayed, ocomred about S. Paul's day 
(January 15), 1532-3. Angry discussions throughout the country fallowed on this 
important event, and much freedom of speech was indulged in. DilTeronooa of opinion 
created paitiaans ; and there were persons in every parish who were unneigbbouily 
enough to report to the Council treasonable words occurring in tbe conveceatiou of 
friends. Froude says (vol. i, pp. jio, j6j, and geueroUy chap, ir, entitled ■'Church 
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and State") that an abamiunble ejetsm of oapionage wae oata^Uahed tlnfoaghont tb« 
oountry ■ Fire months after the mnrris^ a Proclamation iraa iseueii, and was affixed 
to the Church doors. It set forth that tha Lady Catherine of Spain, howtofore stjled 
the Queen of England, was not to fae callsd b; that title an; more, hut (ras to ba 
called Prinoefls Downgcr, and 60 to be held and esteemed. DiBconteot hereupon 
Touted itself in TCrj rough langungo, the priesta ejpressing themaelvea the most 
hiiartil;. 3ome iustaneee of this out-BpokoiinesB are quoted h; Froude in connectioQ 
with the northern and then very remote abboja of Whitby nud Forneea. The monks 
were more alive than others to the issues inrolved, and the news of the proceedings at 
Court spread quickly from monastery to monaatery. The earl of Darby who signs the 
letter, and who wos at the time lord-lieu tenant of Toriahire, was tha Dommisaionep 
of these West Derby Inventoriea. His colleague, Sir Henry Parriagton, was a 
lealouB promoterof the Tiews of Henry VIII. He was son of Sir William Farrington, 
and was connected with tha houaehold of the Earl of Derby, acting, as Canon 
Eaines belieyed, as ssCTetary 1^) that nobleman. In 19 Henry Till, he ia called 
the King's farmer, and iu 32 and 35 llonry Till, ho was Steward of the Eing'a Lord- 
ship and Fee of Ponworthani. He was afterwards one of the Commissioners for the 
Suppression of the Monasteries, and died at the end of 1549, aged 78. 

Sir Richard Clarke, the dTst witnesa whose evidence was taken, waa, in 1545-6, 
returned as a priest of Croston, which ia the place meant in his deposition. He was 
chantry priest of S. Trinity there, and, as such, in 1J53 received a pension of il. 14*. 
for life (iane. Chaatriea, p. 16B). Ha seema to hnTe been promoted to Leigh 
for his oarriaga in the present businaas, just about the time (hat the Ticarage was 
pasaiug into lay hands. His age was 74 in IJ4S, about which time one of his name 
attended, with the clergy of Dean, one of Biahop Birde's visitations. 

It does not appear where the " naughty priest," Sir James Harrison, was stationed. 
He is not found amongst the Lancashire priests in Henry TIII.'b Valor. The words 
wliich be apoke in reference to the King seem to mean that Henry's contiuuunoe oa 
Kiug should rest on his own conduct. " Bering," which is printed " bearing" by 
ffroudo, and "berfing" (as if burying) by othera, ia tha Anglo-Saxon word tor 
behaviour. The laat two witnesses, Sumner and Clayton, walked with Harrison from 
"Perholt," i.e., ParbolJ (which ia three miles W.N.W. of Standish), to Eecieston, a 
distance of Dve milei. On this occasion Harrison, interested in the safety of his 
order and angry at the iavaaion of the sanctity of the sacrament of marriage,

nnboaonied himself more freely. It was, as Froude remarks, 
success, and aearcely earing to conceal itself j" adding, ia reference 
of Dykonson, who was probably a local prophet, (hat "Xorkshire 
rebellion and ' the Pilgrimage ol Grace.' " That rebellion broke 01 
after this clerical threat. 

In 15 Henry Till., William Dalton, perhaps the same "sqnyer" of these deposi- 
tions, brought an action against William Wallis for tortious poasesebn of title-deeds 
to landa and messnageB in Croston, Mawdesley, and Bysham. 

One error appears in Fronde's abstract of this letter. He givea the teatialDny of 
the flrat witness thus: "Richard Clark deposeth that the said Jamea HairiBOD

Pleas it your Kighnes to be advertysed, that where as Sir William Fitzmlliam 
knyght on of your CounsuUors and Tresorer of your moost honorable Howse, lately 
directed his seyerall Lettres unto us your humble subgetts and servants Edward Erie 
of Derhy and Menry Faryngton Knyght, whereby we perceyre your graces pleasor is 
that a lewde and noghty [«.e., wicked] preist inhabytyng in thise partyes [parts], who 
hathe of late reported and spoken befor and in the audyence of certeyn persons sundry 
and diverse unfyttyng and sklaunderous words, aswell by [i.e.^ against, as in i Cor. iv, 
4] your Highnes as by the Queues grace, shuld not only be attached [i.e., arrested] 
and sent up to your Highnes, but also that we shuld in the accomplishement of your 
said pleasor take th'examynacions and saings of suche persons as were present and 
herd the same unfyttyng and sklaunderous reports and sayngs of the said preist in the 
premisses j and the same to send in wry tyng to your Highnes subscribed with our 
hands : We according to our bounden duties in the accomplishement of your graces 
pleasor, have called befor us suche persons whose names and deposicions hereafter do 
ensue ; and the same persons did examyn upon ther othes at Ley [i.e., Leigh] in the 
Countie of Lancaster ^ the xth day of August in the xzvth yere of the reign of your 
noble Highnes, Sir Michard Soyhton, Sir Willm Leylond Knyghts, and Thomas How- 
croft your servants and other of the Counsaill of the said Erie, beyng present with 
us.

The number oC the churchwarden a in 1 j^i, lit... 
Utter waa the number in QaetreH'a time, viz., one from each tonnabip. No lAthgoes, 
Mathers, or Farliiifflom appear on a list of names of the inhabitanta in 1534-5, but 
one Gregory ia found, and no leas than twcuty-sevcn Saiif&s. Of the latter, in 1641, 
there were upwards of sixty, one of them having an alias; and there were nine 
Lithgoas, two Qregories, ten Mathers, and seven Partingtone. The 1534-5 list of 
inhabitants of Leigh is a document of some value, and has an interesting relation to 
the parish register, which, boginning in 1559-60, is now being reprinted under the eaca 
of the vicar, the Eev. J. H. Stanning, M.A. Tltu list occurs in the Daaky Latunuter 
PUadiKSS and Surveys of the reign of Henry VIII. (vol. iv, B 15 j Cat., vol. i, p. 101), 
where there ia (without date) a bill filed by Sir Thomas Boteler, knt., against certain 
persons who " aasamblBd in the pariah Cbureliy'd of Leygh and most riotous arrayed 
with swords staves billca and otlier weapona asaaulted the uudersheriff and other 
servants of plain tif who were there to eiecute a warrant and took Thomas Powmfrete 
from the said undersberiff and put them all in great dread & perill of thair lives jc 
from thence went to the bouse of one William Lynloy in the said town of Leigh 
where the said sheriff torryed about an hour during which time John Smyth William 
Choll Bobert Lyiling John Allered John Asteley and Bichard Hanison at the town 
of Leigh by the command of John Atherton and Richard Athorton assembled them-

While lately tating notes for na account and eatalogua of the small poUection of 
oil! books in the old library of the pariah schonl, the remnatit of a boqueit (about the 
jfor 17 io)hy Ralph PiUiug, one of thehead masters of theBchoDl, to hisaucoessors, I 
diaoQTered an autograph of the ominont BrchbiBhop Cranmer, the prime mover in the 
emteBiastioal legislatioD with vrhieli this rolume is dealing. The hand-writing is note- 
worthj on many grounds. The foo-similes of the archbiBhop'a signature, found in 

>as books, display a pretty wide dirorsit; both as regards the etjle of writing aud 
the BibbrcTiation or fulness of the two words oomposing it ; and yet it is seen, on a 
close study, that a fnioily likeness rans through all. Some arc in the cramped German 
or engrossing hand, as in the eiamplea in Qorham's Oleanings (p, 12), aad 
Nichols's Aaiasrapht, 1K19 {plate 1 i), which at a first glanoa have no apparent affi- 
Dity with the Leiglt autograph. But another class of Oranmer's autographs are in n 
running hand, and it is one of these (more cursiTe than that in Siuis's Aulograpki, 
1841) that occura in the Leigh library, tt is hie episcopal signBture, thus written : 
" Tbomaa Cantnarien " ; aod it is found on the top of a title-page of an 3to copy of 
a tranalation of the Book of ProTerba, with a comment, by "that great elork" PhiUp 
Uelanclhon. The title-page has been fac-similed on the sccompanylng plate. The 
Tolume, as is found by an imprint at the end of the Urst part, is dated 1515. There

) in Q-erman Alsace, north of Strasbourg, produced scTeral books in tha Sfteenth 
Bentory ; and John Secer da Lancha, the printer of Melanothon's book, waa one of 
the successors there of the printer Anselme (Desohamps's DM., 5911-600). 

After considerable search I waa enabled to identify the autograph with one he- 
similed in the Calatogut of the Colfe Grammar School library at Lewisham, Kent, 
edited by W. H. Black, 1831. In this collection, il sBemi, there are two books with 
Oranmer's episcopal autograph on the title-pages, one of which books ( Cafal., p. 10) 
is Erasmus's An«olal. on tie Sem Tat., fol., Bule, 1517. 1"^ the other (p. 14) i» 
Bacer On the EpMle to tA<: Bomaai, fol., Strasburg, 1536. "i'h ■ dedication to 
Cranmer himself, dated S Kal. April, ISJ*- It is the autograph in the latter folio 
which Mr. Black has fac-similed in his Catalogue, and it is the vary same type of 
writing as that in tha Leigh copy of Melancthon, the latter being proportionately 
■mailer, and written, there U little doubt, about the same time, tii., about three 
jean after Cranaiet'a accession to the see of Cantorbiiry. 

I am not lore whether certain Darks in the MelnDcthon are not those of the arch- 
tuaLop, whc we know was in the habit nf nwrkios hi* booki whan reading them, for 
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he seldom read vithout a pen in Iub hand. In what wtj the book got into this ob- 
scure corner of Kngland can nsTcr perhaps be aaoertained It seems clear that a psr- 
tin] dispersion of the prelate's books took place. Todd (Life of CVoniMr, toI, ii, 
p. 32 j) sajs that a grent part of Oranmer's MSS., as well M bis oollectioo of printed 
books, nere either embeizled during his imprisonment, or fall into the hinds of bis 
enemies and were dispersed ; and that archbishop Parker recovered scTersl of the 
former. Mr, Black conld not eiplain how the two Colfo Tolumea esoftpod from Cran- 
mer's library, which aft^rr his martyrdom, Maroh ji, 1.5J5-6, was forfeited to the 
erown, (hen passed into the possossian of Henry, earl of Arundel, steward of queen 
Mary's houaohold, who bequeathed them, in 1575, to lord Lumley's library, on whose 
death, in 1609, they were purchased by Henry, prince of Wales. On the death of 
the latter, in 1611, mnny of his books wore sold, but the bulk wont into the royal 
library, and so came to the Siitiah Museum, the books being marked with the arch- 
bishop's initisla at the foot of the binding. The pedigree of the Leigh volume may 
in part bo traced by other autographs in it. Shortly aftflr the death of Craniner the 
book appears to hare come to the bands of ono " F. Smallwood " ; next, a friend of 
PLllicg'a, "Johannes BirohonheBd me jure possidet anno Dom'i 1677. prat 3»-"i still 
later, "Sum e Libris Kadulphi Filling Schotn Mancuniensis alumni, a.d. 1699. Ei 
Donis Johannis Bircheiihead." In a later hand ia the autograph of an idle scholar of 
Leigh school. In the ill'Usage of sareral generations of schoolboys the preaerratioa 
of this volume is due to its excellent binding of beech boards, formerlj seaared bf 

The book itself ii pregnant with aaeooiations of its first possessor, who Bcqoired it, 
we may suppose, out of admirition of Melancthon's moderation and learoiug. The 
autograph recalls the hand — the calm hand — which left its mack on tho English 
Iiiturgy, OS also the hand which recauted — " this unworthy hand ! " And the volums 
directs the attention to the noble library of which it onco formed part, — that collec- 
tion whicli was alwoys freely open to men of letters, to which latimer resorted, and 
where Ascham met with authors which the two universities could not furnish. Strvpo 
relates {MoBoriaU, Eecles, Hist. 800., vol. iii, pp. 376-7) that the library of the 
reverend and learned prolate, who himself spent about three parts of tho da; in study,

Aa to the churchwardens, one hundred years later thers were but four grown np 
male persona of the name of LoKe in Wigan, and but one named Pennington. 

lu the account of John Birde, bialiop of Ohestor, giving the reauit of the enquirj 
into the miauppropriatioa of cbnreb ornaments, plate, hells, &o., in bia diocoae, 
12 January tj4S, it ia aaid of Wiga' that James Anderton and Bobert Cbalou', the 
churoh wardens, had sold iij"' ohales for yiij" lyiij" ii' "wioh waa bestowed towarde 
the payment off 0' bellis bought off the Kyug." (Bom. Ser., Edw. VI.,to1. iii, No. 4.) 
There was, in fonoer days, a tradition at Wigan that one of the Holland boll* oame 
from the adjoining Priory. The present ring at Holland were oast at Gloucester in 
'7J3- 

Coloured Copa. — While copes ware used on the more faatiTe oeeaeiona, as on 
Clhriatmas Day, Trinity Day, on the dodioatiana of nhurohea, &o, i Eed, tho colour of 
fire and of blood, waa used on the dajs of the Apottles, ETsngeliets, and all Martyrs ; 
Green, as boiug "jooundus stque oonfortatiTUS," was uaod from Trinity Day to AdTont 
throughout the entire summer, and oa other occasiana ; Saffroa-eoloured copes were 
used on all confessors' days, Ik.; Violet or Purple restniouts on tho fii'at Sunday in 
Adrent, the Bogation days, Lent, to., this biting the penitential colour ; and Black for 
tho commemoration of seals, or when the dead were In question. Theae partioulara 
are taton from MSS. pontiSeala, according to the use of the church of Eietor, of the 
fourt^eeoth and filteonth centuries, quoted in the J'ontijicai of Chr. Bainbridge, arch- 
biahop of Yorlt, isoS-14, 3urtees Society, toL lii, pp. 388-90.

Billing. Tbia docwDect ■uppliei an eariy mentiOD of tbe cliapel of Billing, which, .m 
aa it i> not named in ibe T'ofor. must liaic been built between i j J4~5 and the date of^3 
tbiB itiTentory. In 31 Henij- Till, there wai a petition before the DnqhT Court, tn - 
which tbe riear of Billing (not William Billing, aa gtsted in the Calendar) charged 
Jamea Boby and othen with a diaturbance of Diiiue ServiM at Billing {Plfodingi, 
ToLiii Bi CoJ., ToL i, p. 159). Tbe Ticau't complaint i« too mneh damaged to ba 
tnuucribed aecarately. It seems to reeord tbe bnildiag of tbe ebapel, by consent of 
the rector of WigBn (KygbleyK on acco ant of the diilance of Billing from tbe motber 
church. It proeeeda to relate that aerrice wat accordingly held there "for a vertnoaa 
and godly entent, and for the esa of the people cere there adjoyniuge " ; that lamea 
£oby, one of the cbnrch wardens, had collected and gathered to tbe use of the said 
ohipel, from the worshippers, tbe mm of 7i. ; and that tbii aum wu delivered by 
Boby to one WiUiam Ueyton, Eag., who wrongfully delained il, and id couseijaence 
"diTine s'rice ministred w*in tbe aejd cliappell ia lykalie to be sarseaaed &, decayd 
for lake of paymeot of the p'sti wages minbtrynge ii'^in the some." The vicar there- 
fore prayed the court that, inasmuch aa 00 rights, duties, nor laudable cnstoms were 
withholden from the church of Wigan, it would direct the king's moat hooonrable 
letters of privy seal (o Hejtou and Hoby to pay the -jl. to tbe a»B and maiiilenanca 
of the chapel. In the same reign (no date) John Wynstanley appeared against Jamea 
Boby, reve and churchwarden, William Heyton and others, who were detaining 
moneys collected for the repairing of the wayi to Byllinge chapel iCal.,yo\. i,p. 110, 
and cf. 160). The decrees in tbese suits do not appear to 1>b recorded. 

In the Duchy Lancaster Pieadinga (vol. v, no date, B. 1 ; Cal., vol. i, p. 191) is a 
petition which sbewi that a mora serious hindrance to worship befel the parishiouDra. 
The docurnent which follows ia without dale, but it belongs to Qaeon Mary's reign, 
uid seems to follow the passing of the statute of 155 j, by which religion waa restored 
to that state in which Kdward VI. found it on hia nceeasiou. Sir Robert Rochester, 
to whom it ia addressed, was appointed ChanceUor of the Duchy 1 Mary (TiJ3-4) ; 
•Dd his aucccasor. Sir Edw. Waldegrave, w»a appointed 4 and j Philip and Mary 
[11 June 1553). The aubaequent decree is not to be found.

Up to the cloae of the century no other 
Bancroft names are entered. Christopher Bancroft, above-named, married Audrey 
Andrews i and their son John, who died bishop of Oxford in i£40~i, was boru at 
Aatell in Oifordshire, about the year 1,(74 (Ath. Oj^on,, toI. ii, 893). From tho 
Duehy Pleodinga (Oif., vol. ii, pp. 113-5) we can recover the namo of tho severe 
scboolmaater under whom it is probable that Richard Bancroft was placed, viz., 
John Lister. In 1 and 3 Philip and Mary, Lister, during a sitting of the Court of the 
Fee of Widooa, assaolted one Henry Hcnryson as the latter was going to Kewerdley 
chapel, after mass at Famworth church. Henrjson, it scema, waa with other jurymen 
on the north aid* of Famworth church deliberating about the truusfer of a tenement 
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Erom the faaads of Balph Thaaunon, derk. To tr? tbe smd!t can anolber jntj 
wu fonned, aome of whom wen kkin to Hearjiaii ; ani jndgpmeat iras giren agntnst 
IdiUr, who put in inrMin for the pmee. The foreman would hsTe bound Lister lo 
m Fm Coort, which Liiter ref^ised u being dgairut the cuitom of tlio Lordship of 
Widnn ; but ha oflFred himself k> be boDod to the Hklmole. Process boweTer, was 
■tnirdnl agwnit Listn- to the bailiff' of Widurs to bring him to HoJIod Caatle, 
there lo renuio onlil the pleasare of Sir Johu Snage, knt., ateKard of tbe Lordship 
of W^idoe*, ahould be kaown. It would ^pear that Lister escaped from the bailiff; 
hot tbe serraats of Sir John SaTSige afterwards laid in wait for him in a aheepcote, 
and look him aa he Htaa going to Famworth churoh to teacb hia scholara ; and b; 
violeTicfl brought bim to Halton Caatlei where he remained prisoner nine daja. A 
rojal wril of Corpus oum causa to the constable at Haltoa detirered htm froin the 
castle, and the Earl of Derbr sent for him. Accordinglj he went thenoe otct the 
water to the Earl of Derbj in Lanesjihire, where interrogatories, on behalf of tho 
Diuhy. were put to him about the rights and customs of Widnes court. Lister, to- 
gether with Dame Margaret Bold e, and John Gathebo a, priest, were, in the aamo court, 
ebarged with detaining title-deeds claimed by Richard Bolde (toI. i, p. 191 i cf. 307).

This ia inserted in 
old English under the jcar 1563 •■ " William Sherlock, aoQue of Bobert Sherlock of 
ButtoD, bapliwd at the church of Prescott the it"" day of June 1563; and nowo 
eurat of Furiiwarth, 1^98." Sherlock, who was buried at Fsruworth 16 March 1^41, 
was the transcriber of this register, which he copied from an older register, beginning 
ITorcmbcr, t5jS, and extending up to October, 1598. At the end is this ujetnorandum : 
"fldwnrd, Earl of Derbie, djed the iiiiij"' day of October, in the yearc of our Lord 
Qod, ls^t."

87, 89. In 2 Edward YI. Richard Wrightington was plaintiff, and Edmund G-ee 
and others, the Mayor and Burgesses of Liyerpool, defendants, in a case of tortious 
possession of chantry lands and tenements belonging to Lyyerpole chantry (Col. to 
PleadinffSf toI. i, p. 231). 

The chantry of St. Catherine was founded by Sir John Cross, who became parson 
of an old London church called St. Nicholas Shambles, or St. Nicholas-en-le-Flech, 
or Flesshamoll; and whose Will, dated 10 May 15 15, was as follows (Duchy Lano. 
Depositions i Philip and Mary, toI. t, M 3) :

Master Vane Thomasson was curate of Liverpool in 1564 (Ckctnt,^ p. 92). There 
was, in 1590, a preacher at "Litherpoole als* Lerpoole,** being one of ten preachers 
at that time in the West Derby hundred (Bev. T. E. Gibson's Lydiate RaU^ p. 249). 
This was probably Mr. Carter, or Hugh Jannion who occurs in October 159 1. 
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In 1641-2 there were two wardens. In 1675 one warden and one assistant (^0^. 
Cett., Tol. il, p. 192). 

As the result of this commission the collector, Parker, received from the commis- 
sioners 33*. 4^., the price of one silver pix formerly belonging to St. Nicholas's 
chapel {Chant, p. 271). The building called the chapel of the Blessed Mary de le 
Key was sold for 20s, (Ibid., pp. 88, 277-8). 

The title to some messuages and 30 acres of land, part of the lands of the chantries, 
were also in dispute in i Mary, being unsuccessfully claimed by Richard Walker, 
Bandle Smythe, Alexander Qamette, Eobert Aspes, Richard Rose, Thomas ffayre- 
dough, and Richard Raynsfurthe, and others, 10 March 1552-3, against WiUiam 
Mullyneuxe, who became farmer of the same in 155 1 by vertue of Letters patent 
granted to Sir Richard Molyneux, Knt., by the name of Richard Molyneux, Esq. 
(Cal.f Tol. ii, p. 136.)

This document supplies an early date to the " ancient chapel/' as it was termed a 
century later. The name (from deor^ meaning any wild animal, as in Shakespeare), 
bestowed by the Danes upon their settlement in the centre of a Tast forest, gave the 
appellation to the Hundred ; and it was called Wett Derby, to distinguish it from 
the Derby of the Midlands. 

There was one warden in Ghistrell's time (Not, Cest.f toI. ii, p. 226). A Itohert 
Mercer of the lordship of West Derby was concerned in a case in the Duchy Court 
versus William Mercer and others (Cal.f vol. i, p. 159 ; and cf. vol. ii, pp. 23, 329, 437). 

The chapel was valued at 33*. ^d. (Chant, p. 277).

Tol. ii, p. 102). Anthony Moljneux, who is alluded to under Walton (anted, p. 95), 
succeeded, at Sefton, Edward Molineux, appointed 1510 or 1511, and who is named 
b the Duchy Calendar (vol. i, pp. 146 5w, 174 ; vol. ii, p. 21), and in the Valor (vol. v, 
p. 223). As parson of Sephton, Edward appears as one of the executors of Thomas, 
second Earl of Derby (Collins's Peerage, edit. Brjdges, vol. iii, p. 69). In a deed 
without date, of the reign of Henry YIII., Brian Morcroft, priest, advanced a claim 
against Thomas Eyrkeby, priest, and Richard Smith, clerk, parson of Bury, represen- 
tatives of Sir Edward Molyneux, clerk, deceased, and parson of Sefton, the matter 
being a debt upon obligation as surety for the deceased to the prior of Burscough 
(CoZ., vol. i, p. 209). Edward Molineux probably died about 1545 ; for in 
37 Henry VIII. (1545-6) Thomas Kyrkeby, priest, claimed, against Richard Smyth 
and Thomas Mosoke, the administration of the goods and chatels of Sir Edward 
Molyneux, clerk, under Letters ad Colligendum from the archbishop of Canterbury 
(Cranmer), detained by the official of Chester (Ihid., p. 182). Ghtstrell {Not. Cest., 
vol. ii, p. 216) notes a successor in 1557, presented by Sir Richard Molyneux, who 
was Robert Ballard, above-named, instituted 2 September that year on the death of 
Anthony Molineux. Ballard appeared at a visitation in 1562, together with Forstar, 
Eazakerley, Thomas Williamson and Jac. Arven (Ficcope MSS.y x, 165). 

Sir Henry ffazaker ley f who retained one of the vestments, is named above. Robert 
Fizackerley, who was incumbent of Molyneux's chantry in the chapel of Walton in 
1548 (Chant., pp. 80, 82 ; Piccope MSS.y x, 160, 165), died about 1565 and was 
buried in the parish of Sephton. He was described as '' Sir Robert ffazakerley, a 
ohauntrie priest at Walton" (Special Commissions, 16 Elizabeth, No. 3258). Sir 
Edward ffazakerley appears at the end of the will of Anthony Molyueux, rector of 
Sefton. 

In 1563 there were 2000 communicants. A preacher, non-resident (Bom, Ser., 
Elizabeth, vol. xxxi. No. 47). In 1590 the number of the communicants was the 
same. The parson was Dean Nutter, also parson of Aughton and Bevington ; but 
though a preacher himself, his minister was not (Gibson's Lydiate Hall, p. 249). 

There were two wardens in G-astrell's day (vol. ii, p. 218).

Tol. ii, p. 42). The lands of the dissolved monastery were afterwards (from 8 Eliz.) 
in dispute between William Ireland, who claimed by conveyance from his father, 
Laurence Ireland, for terra of years, and Sir Kichard Molyneux, knt., claiming by 
conveyance from Francis Molyneux, son and executor of Robert Molyneux, lessee for 
years (vol. ii, p. 327, and cf. 347, 364, 378, 394 ; vol. iii, pp. 8 seq; Lydiaie Hall, p. 3a).

Richard Halsall was appointed rector 12 April 1513 ; he was still rector in 1534-5 
(Valor f Tol. V, p. 244); and was one of the executors of Thomas, second Earl of 
Derby, being called parson of Halsall (Collins* Peerage^ edit. Bridges, vol. iii, p. 69). 
In 4 Edward VI. he was in dispute with Edward Holme concerning the title to the 
church lands of Maghell in right of Halsall parsonage (CaZ., vol. i, p. 239; and cf. 
Tol. i, pp. 278, 298 ; vol ii, p. 155). About the date of the present inventory ho 
attended a visitation with the following assistants : Dns henricus halsall ; Dns 
Joannes hesken ; Dns Jo*hes Chetham ; Dns Joannes p'cott, cur' ; Dns Thomas 
moUenex (marked mortutis). Piccope MSS.y x, 160, xvi, 229; ci. Lane. Chant. t 
pp. 1 17-18. He was one of the wealthy Lancashire rectors. By his will, proved 
in 1563, he bequeathed to the church one fair chalice, double gilt, value 4Z. 13*. 4cZ., 
weighing 21 oz. {Wills, vol. ii, pp. 38-9). In 6 Elizabeth, James Halsall, claiming 
by lease &om Richard Halsall, clerk, above named, with the consent of the patron, 
claimed certain tithes and the advowson and patronage of Halsall church, against 
Outhbert Halsall, clerk (then parson of Halsall), Q-ylbert Halsall and Edmund Hulme, 
claiming by conveyance from Sir Thomas Halsall, knt., Thomas Ireland and others, 
oofeoffees {Cal., vol. ii, p. 288). Henry Halsall was, in 1534-5, chantry-priest of the 
chantry in Halsall church, founded by Henry Halsall, Esq., and Henry Molenex, 
chaplain {Valor, vol. v, p. 224). His death is noted in the special commission 3258 : 
'*S' Henry Halsale a chauntrye priest dyed at Halsale Anno D'n'i 156 1 and had a 
penc'on of 3Z. 4*. /^d. [Browne-Willis, vol. ii, p. 107] p'r ann*." 

In the 22 Henry YIII. Thomas Halsall, and the tenants of Halsall, appeared 
in the Duchy Court against Thomas Kyrkeby, priest, on a charge of extortion for 
spiritualities {Cal.y vol. i, p. 144); and, in the same reign (no date), Kyrkeby 
appeared against Thomas Halsall and others, for assault and interruption of church 
service (75., p. 207). 

About 1563 (George Hesketh being rector) there were 1500 communicants. The 
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T*lne of the parsonage was lool., " whereof the Farson hath b^ corrapcon but 30" 
DO p'aober" iDorn. 8er., Elii., Tol. rai, Ko, 47), In 159a tbe oomrounioants, in- 
oluding those of Melliug and Maghull, were looo, but BtiU the same parsDD waa 
"no preacher" (Qibson Nt antei, p. 149]. 

Of Ljdiate IIbII, and tbo adjoining domtatie cbspel of St. Estherine, which is in 
tbi> parish, the Rev. T. E. Gibion has recently published a iBluable bistorj, which 
doala with the chief (amilies of that neighbourhood, and with the pereecutlon of the 
Botnan Catholic) in the rmgn of Queen Ehzabetb, based for the miun npon family 
dooumants. In one of the upper rooms of the hall are some panels upon which have 
been ongniTed Btb of the wives of Henry VIII., Edward VI., Bud an elderlj man, 
supposed to be Sir Thomas More, Chancellor of the Dnehy of Lancaster ijiS-g. 
St. KatheriDe's was a prirate domeetio chapel of tbe Ireland familj- of Lydiate. 
There is an elegant little chulioe of Gothic design preeorred at Lydiatc chapel 
In Qastrull's day there were two wardens ; one ehoicn by tbe rector, the other by 
the Lord of Hnlsall, to represent Down Holland (vol. ii, p. iTi).

MaghuU, as it is now written, being a cbapel of ease under Halsall, the priests of 
the latter are only named in the early visitations. In 5 Edward YI. Edmund Holme, 
who belonged to the family which held MoghoU manor, prosecuted Bichard Halsall, 
derk, and others, for forcible entry and tortious possession of messuages and lands in 
Mogholl, destruction of timber and detention of title deeds (Cal., toI. i, p. 255); and 
in the same year Holme was in litigation with one James Halsall for forcible entry 
and tortious possession of a bam and lands in MaghuU in right of Halsall church 
(Ibid.), Harl. MS. 2142, No. 14, consists of extracts from the deeds of Mr. Maghull, 
of which divers relate to the family of Molyneux. 

The chapel was valued at 30^. {CTtant.^ p. 277). Bichard Halsall above named 
bequeathed 20«. for repairing it. 

As to the wardens, persons of the name of Molyneux in this neighbourhood are 
frequently found in the Duchy J^leadings. John Mollyneux, i and 2 Philip and 
Mary, prosecuted Edmund Holme and others for disturbance of right of turbary at 
Magehull Moss (vol. i, p. 279 j and cf. toI. ii, p. 366 ; vol. iii, pp. 67, 510).

A. mp^iuage, later in the ocoupatioD of Biohard Leatherboirrowe, 
deccMcd, wfts, 7 Eliiabeth, claimed by John Starkio (claiming by grant from hiB 
father, Juhn) from Daiid LctherbarrDwe, who claimed under the will of bis father, 
Richard (toI. ii, p. 31J)- 

Brian iloreeroft whs prcBoDled to the rectory 14 July 1518, and his name occim 
in the ra/ur, 1JJ+-J (vol. y, p. 113), where he is also caI!od " in deorctia Bschnlarius." 
In a Surrey taken soon after the ilissolutioD of Whalley Abbey, it is said that William 
Morecroft held Alton Grange (which is near the Alt-^ar shooting range), in the parish 
of Seft^n, bj lirlue of an indenture granted t-o Edward Mullinoi, clerktt, parson of 
Ssfton, and Brian Morecroft, clarke, parson of Aughton, dated 28 February ijig-jo, 
for nineteen yeara inunediitely ensuiog, at a yearly rent of il. li*. ^d. (CoHcJieT Book, 
pp. 1114-rj). In the same year, Thomas ITnlwi.H , J, P., and the teoants of Chare- 
burton, CO- York, eharged this Edward Molyneui and Brian Moreoroft with malioioUB 
persecution and maintenance of sidt (Cal., vol. i, p. 136). Brian died in 1J4.S (Chatit., 
p. ii]l- His succeaaar was EiTr'tu Moreeroft, who paid firat-fruits iS May 1348, 
and was the rector when thia indenture was drawn up. The right of presentation 
was in dispute between Randoll Eyrkeby with Sir Thomas Kyrkeby, clerk, and 
William Morecroft and others {Cal., vol. i, p. 216) ; and in the neit year it was under 
litigation between Gabriel Heaketh and Bichard Molyneui {Ihid., p, 138. In 4 
Edward VI. the manor of Dplytherland, and the advowson of Aghton, was still in 
dispute, and dspoaitions were taken rospeoting the title-deeds shewing the same to be 
holden of tiiB king in right of his duchy ; and also tbat one .Tames Brodshaw enfeoffed 
Sir Ed. Molineux, kot,, and others, to hia use, and afterwards made his will that the 
said Sir Edward should liaTS the onatody of the writings in a basket dchvered into 
the Court of Exoliequer (toI, ii, p. 1 10).

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Fefer Stanley of Aughton, Esq., sfoond son of Sir William Stanley of Hooton, knt., 
was the inheritor of Bjckerstaff through liis wife Eliiabeth. About 1540 he was 
paying the stipend of John Doland, chantry priest in Ormstirfe church, who was 
buried there it August i5jS ; as also of Bichard Cropper. Peter Stanley, Esq., bore 
the great standard at the funeral of Edward, Earl of Derby, in 1574. His name fre- 
quently occurs in the Duchy Calendar with respect to lands at McUor, Bickerstatf,

Iha Inquisition woa in charge of Sir Thomas Uolt, Knb., Balph Asshetoii, Esq., 
and John Braddjll, gent. 



Sir Thomas Holt of Qrialeharat, has been noticed aalei (p. j), in connection with 
the same dutj which he porformod in Salford hundred. Shortly before his death, 
having some intereat in the adTowson of Freatnich rectorj, he was appointed an 
arbitrstor in a dispnte betwecD Mr. Edmund AsehetoD of Chaderton and the second 
William Lauglej, rector of Preatwich. 

Balph Asaheion, JEsj., was one of the family of Aesheton of WhttUej Abbej and 
Great Lever, being probablj the elder brother of Eichard Aflshetou, Esq., who pur- 
chased WhaUej Abbaj at the close of the reign of Edward VI. (Whitaker's WTuUley, 
ToL ii, p. 1 1 vol. i, p. 134 J VigU. 1533, p. fii). 

John Braddyli of Brockholea and Wha.ller, Esq., is to bo found in the fami!; 
pedigree in Wliitaker's Whalleg. Ho was akin to the AsshetonB of Wbatlej and 
Lever. Ha married Jennat, daughter of John Forster of Whallej, tbe marriage 
settlement being dated 1 May, [533. He acems to have forecast the signs of the 
times. In IJ39 the baihwicli of the demesues of Whallej Abbey was by letters patent 
oommittod to John Braddyli, gent. In June ijjj he managed to convert tho trust 
intjj property j for he, in conjunction with Richard Ashton, a younger son of tbs 
Aahtons of Lever, bought the entire manor from the crown. He was deeply impli- 
cated in the tralHc in Church lands, a volamo in passesslon of the family being filled 
with grants that had passed through his hands. In the Appendix to the IXih Report 
t^ the Deputy- Keeper of the Public Mecordg is a long series of petitions from him for 
the purchase from the crown of forms, rents, &o., iu the counties of Lancttster, York, 
Ac, occupying 34 mombrancB. Henry Craven, ordained an acolyte at Chester in 
'55Ti was afterwards sub-deacon and deacon on the title of Mr. John BradeU of 
BrockhoolB, gent. (Picoope MSS., i, 74, 77). His death took place upon 11 Nov., 
Ij73. His willi which is a document of considerable interest, is dated ji May, 
I j75 j and it viaB proved on ■ September, 1579. He makes Bichari Ashton one 
of the supervisors. He bequeathed hii estates to his son Edward, saying that the 
greater part of them wa« " given and came to me by a special gifte and sufforaiiae of 
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.ilmigtytj Ood, nithout an; de^erto of me at all, b; re&son of bjinge and lellingo of 
lands that I bought of Kinge Heorj tbe Eight«, and thorebj gaitc guinea la Llie in- 
teiil« that I sbold distribute to the poore ajid be myeelF Tor b common nolth and all 
m; eucceasioD likewisse." He beapeaks tlie pnjera of bis n«ighboura for htmii^lf und 
bmilj, ThomBs Bherbnme, £sq,, gir Thomiks Uolcrofl, Kat., deoeanod, &c., "who 
were all my speciall good maiaters w"' whom I served one after soother during tlieif 
lyves, and moate spBoiollj for King Henrj the Eight, whoac bouIbb God pardon by 
ffhom m; first risitige and gaine was gotten by byeiige and sellinge of lands and othev 
dirers bargainB." To his son Edward he left all hia books bb well statutM, obfonioloa, 
others, except one great book made bj Sir Thomae More, Knt., whloh ho Jiequeatlini 
to hisdanghter Jenetto (Coucher Book of WhalUg Abbey, pp. i, 1175 teif.; Anhtlon'i 
JburiKi/, Introd., pp. iv, 14; Lane. a»d Cherh. Willi, TOlAi.f p. loSteq.; Whitiiker's 
■Fiafie^, Tul. i, p. 1J4; Tol. it, pp. 3-4; ioiw. PuU- ij67.p- ^7 i '664-5, p. 47)'

Tin. (i535-£). He attended Bishop Bird's Tuitatiou at Blofkburn, circa 1551 
{Piccops XSS; I, 153); and on j; August, 1551, he, with members of the Bolton 
fiunilj, fttteated the will of his neighdour John Talbot of Salesbury, Eaq., Btjling 
himself Tiear of Blackburn (Lane, and Ciesi. WUU, toI. iii, pp. 105-6). 

Iijnnc; is roferred to in the letter of Bp. Pilkin;(on, who took an interest in ths 
parishes of his nntiTe oountj, to Arehbishop Parker. He is dealing, eirea 1551, witb 
UiD things that are amiss in "yonr great cures." "The old vicar of Blackbiima 
Roger [nc] Lianej, resigned for a pension, and now liyeth with Sir John Birom" 
(Parker Corrsjp., in Parker 8ac„ p. "1; Pilkington's fFori* in Parker Soo,, p. Tii; 
Btrype's Ufe of Farter, bk. ii, chap. 16 ; cf. Whitakor'a W^allei/, new ed., vol. ii, 
I>. 311). His name is not to bo found on the list ia Siines's Lane,, new ed., toL ii. 
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p. 67. but the date of the institution of his successor, James Hargreaves, is there 
given as 24 October, 1555. 

An account of the Bolton family of Brookhouse is to be found in Mr. Abram's 
Bittory of Blachlmm (pp. 262 acq.) A Richard Bolton, living in 1545, had sons 
Adam, CKleSf and Robert; and the name G-iles re-appears also in the successive 
generations. To this family belonged Robert Bolton, B.D., the divine and scholar, 
bom at Blackburn 25 May, 1572. There was only one representative of the Isher" 
wood family in Blackburn a century later. 

In this Inventory we get the popular pronunciation of the name of the town. 

BlacJelum. These five bells of Blackburn church probably formed part of the ancient 
peal of six, thus described in Mr. Abram's History of Blackburn (p. 308) : 
ist bell : Vivos voco, moriuos plango, fulgura frango. 
2nd beU : Lando Deum, plebem voco, congrego clerum ; defunctos ploro, pestem 

fugo, festa decoro. 
3rd bell : Fimera plango, fulgura frango, Sabbata pango. 
4th bell : Excito lentos, dissipo ventos, paco cruentos. 
5th bell : Nomen Jesu Ghriste, tu attendas et defendas. 
6th bell : Te laudamus et rogamus ; nos a morte tristi. 
In 1690 the bells were five in number, which in 1737 were all recast into six, by 
Abel Rudhall of G-loucester. 
The other clergymen who sign the document indicate the chapelries of Blackburn. 

Cheat Sanoood. Richard Woode was curate of St. Bartholomew's. He is men- 
tioned in the Valor of 1534 as the chaplain. The Chantry Commissioners of Henry 
YIII., 1546-7, reported that he was still there, aged 80 years {Lane. Chanty pp. 
145-7 » c^' Biccope M8S'j x, 153.) 

In 1546-7 there was a silver chalice of 8 oz., and two vestments of tawny and black 
chamlet, respectively, belonging to the chantry. In consequence of the above inven- 
tory the Commissioners gave up to Edward Parker two of the bells at Harwood, 
weighing 5^ cwt., the value being 4^. 2s. 6d. (Lanc» Chant* pp. 146, 274). 

Lawe (WaltonJ. Thomas France^ curate of St. Leonard's, Walton^U-Dale (com- 
monly called Lowe or Lawe), appears in a visitation-call, circa 15 34, as Thomas French, 
and under the same name he was there in 1556 (Piccope MSS.^ x, 114; xvi, 193). 
At Bp. Bird's visitation (155 1 ) there appeared from Lowe Dns Edward Molding rectr'; 
Dns Thomas french and Dns thomas dale {Ibid.f x. 153). 

About 1642 there were a few representatives in the chapelry of the WinJceley family, 
but that of Leman does not appear. Both the Churchreeves named in the inventory 
were summoned to Whalley, April, 1554, to answer enquiries about their bells which 
had not been delivered up to the collector. They deposed they were still remaining 
at the chapel. Their weight was 18 cwt., and their value 13^. 10*. The plate, 
weighing 10 oz., consisting of a parcel-gilt chalice, was given up without demur. 
They also seem to have given up their broken bell, which weighed 18 cwt., valued at 
13^. io». {Lane, Chanty pp. 259 aeq.)

Before the Comniiaaioiiera who inrcstigitted 
thii and other ca*ei of default, at Wballej, April, 1554, the two charehreeree of SsmM' 
bui7, wbo were then Gilbert Sharplea and Tbomas W^nkcley. deposed that the bell 
wu still there. It waa probablj booh afterwards remomd {Lana. CAaal., pp. 158- 
9, iSi, jt6, iS,). 

There were representatiTea of the families of Siarjilf* and Ward in tho chapolry

WkaUei/. In the same document tho following particulars are giten of Whalley : 
There were 10,000 eomniunicantfi. TLe parsonage impropriate to tho Archbishop of 
Canterbury was of the learlj ralue of ioof., the valna of the licarage being jol. 
There was a preieher insufficient. To it was annexed these churches foUowIng, de- 
•cribed as baring belonging to erery one of them " a great people," but no preachers : 
Clitherowe 4". Downham 4", Colne 4", B uraley 4", PadihatD 4'', AJthnm 4", Chnrch- 
kirke 4", HasLngden 4I, New Cbarohe in Rosen 4", Hew Kirke in Fondle 4". Thus 
in the fifteen churches named there were ij.ooo communicants; only two preachers 
"whereof tlione is inautBcient, Ihcther nut paiuafuU." 

The old bells of Wbatley, dated from 151 j onward, are described in Whitaker, toL 
i, p. 96 ; vol. ii, p. 5 ; and the ecclouaslical restments, &c., toI. i, p. i8j aeq.

Bagli Andertot iriu of Euiton, near Freaton, and waa allied to the Standish 

ScoH Wall of Preston, gent,, belonged to a family of standing in that town. Their 
pedigree was entered with FJoner in 1567. The name Evau or Evau wai common 
at Preston. In 1541 Wall wna a prominent member of [ho guild mareliant, and at 
that guild, aa well aa the next in 1562, when his brother Thomna was major, aeveral 
of the family were euroUed freemen. Another brother, Lawrenoe, waa vicaf of Preston. 
Evan occurs in a note in Lane. CAant,, p. 157. 

Lcyland Deanery, with the other nortberu deaneries, was not a, district remarkable 
for actira Proteatantiam. Bishop Bird reported that this deanery bad not alii^nated 
or put awaj any of the church property. Under the separate parishes, pEuaages are 
quoted &om a Report, dated about 1^63, bj which it is seen that there were 1 1,000 
communicanta in the deanery, consisting of six churches (Cborlej ia not mentioned).

TH E Council have to report that the delay in issuing the eleventh 
part of the Rev. Thomas Corser's Collectanea Anglo-Foetica, 
intended to be the third volume for the year 1879-80, has arisen 
from the strong desire expressed by many of the members that in 
addition to the Table of Contents with the prices which each book 
fetched at Mr. Corser's sale, there should be a general particular Index 
to the whole work, to appear in the concluding volume. The pre- 
paration of this will retard the issue of part eleven a short time, but 
the Collectanea series will be much benefited by the addition. 

The works proposed for the year 1880-81 are, first, the concluding 
volume. No. 11 1 in the Chetham series, of The Visitation of Lan- 
cashire and a part of Cheshire made in the Twentyfourth year of King 
Henry the ^th, a.d. 1533, by special commission of Thomas Benalt. 
Edited by William Langton, Esq. This completes the return of the 
fifty-seven families recorded in the Visitation, and though the text is 
concise and ev^n meagre, the interesting commentary and elucidations 
which the learned Editor has appended render what would be otherwise 
dry genealogy very attractive. Amongst the leading names and families 
are Bruche of Bruche, Stanley of Crosshall, Farington of Farington, 
Hesketh of Rufford, Banastre of the Bank, Beconsall of Beconsall, 



Tarbock of Tarbock, Sir W. Molyneux and More of Bank house. The 
Council congratulate the members on the expected speedy appearance 
of this volume, which will render the series, and a most important series 
it is, of I^ancashire Visitations complete. 

The second work for the year 1 880-81 is to be Inventories of Goods in 
the Churches and Chapels in Lancashire^ taken in the year 1552. Edited 
by John Eglington Bailey, F.S.A., second and concluding part. This 
portion, with an Historical Introduction to the subject, is intended to 
contain the inventories of the Churches and Chapels in the Hundred 
of West Derby and in the remaining Hundreds of Lancashire. The 
indentures of the Ecclesiastical property are accompanied with illustrative 
documents and notes. This and the previous part have been printed 
uniformly with Canon Raines*s Lancashire Chantries^ as being a con- 
tinuation of the same subject, the transition of the Clergy from Romanism 
to Protestantism. Whatever was wanting to explain and give interest to 
the text has been provided by the diligent and extensive research of the 
Editor and Annotator, Mr. Bailey, 

The third volume for 1880-T, will be Two Compoti of Henry de Lacy^ 
Earl of Lincoln^ of the date of the 30th January, 1297, respecting his 
Lands in Lancashire and Cheshire, edited by W. Langton, Esq. Such 
documentary records as those printed in this volume are amongst 
the most important which an Historical and Antiquarian Society can lay 
before the public. They contribute most essentially lo give a firm 
footing in all local and genealogical researches, and to throw the 
strongest light upon the habits, manners and tenures and relations of 
the different classes of society. There is not a page in these compoti 
which does not afford valuable facts and information in connexion with 
the history of Lancashire and Cheshire, and, therefore, the members 
must all be indebted to Mr. Langton for the care and pains he has 
taken in adding evidences of such a character to the general stock 
of materials brought together by the agency of the Chetham Society. 

The foregoing three volumes are all in progress of printing, and will 
be issued as speedily as possible. There will then remain of the works 
enumerated in the report of the council for 1879-80, first, The Diary 
and Correspondence of Dr, John Worthington, vol. ii., the second 
and concluding part, being 114 in the series, which the editor, the 
President of the Chetham Society, has undertaken to proceed with 



as little delay as possible ; and second, the continuation of the Gemrai 
Index, from the 31st volume of the series to and including the last 
mentioned volume, which two works may be taken as the publications 
for the year 1881-82. 

As, after these issues, the Chetham Society's series will have extended 
to 113 volumes, exclusive of the two Indexes, the period will have ar« 
rived when, in accordance with what appears to be the general wish of 
the members and the examples afforded by the Camden and other simi- 
lar Societies, a new series of the Chetham Society*s publications, with 
such distinctive differences as the experience obtained in working the 
present may have suggested, can be conveniently entered upon, and 
indeed from its obvious advantages becomes almost a matter of course. 
For this second series it may be at present sufficient to state that Mr, 
John Eglington Bailey, F.S.A., has kindly consented to act pro- 
spectively as Honorary Secretary, and any communications with respect 
to works and subjects proposed to form part of its publications are re- 
quested to be made to him, Egerton Villa, Stretford, near Manchester, 
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THE Council have to regret that various causes have combined to 
retard the issue of the remaining Volumes included in the first 
series of the Chetham Society's Publications, which have been fully 
noticed in previous reports, consisting of the Eleventh and concluding 
part of Collectanea Anglo-Poetica — the second and concluding part of 
the Inventories of Goods in the Churches and Chapels in Lancashire^ taken 
in the year 1^52 — the Compotus of Henry de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln, of 
the date of the jo January I2gy, respecting his Lands in Lancashire and 
Cheshire — the concluding part of the Diary and Correspondence of Dr, 
John Worthington — and the continuation of the General Index of the 
Publications of the Chetham Society, from the thirty-first volume to the 
conclusion of the present Series. 

All these volumes, however, are in progress, and will be issued with 
as little delay as is practicable. The cause which has prevented the 
appearance of two of them in particular before the present date — the 
concluding volume of the Visitation of 1533, and the Lacy Compotus of 
I2py — has been the lamented loss of one of the most valued members 
of the Society, the late Mr. William Langton, the Editor of those Publica- 
tions. On the establishment of the Chetham Society in 1843, in which 
throughout its progress he always felt the deepest interest, Mr. Langton 



accepted the office of Treasurer, and subsequently on the removal from 
Manchester of its able and indefatigable Hon. Secretary, Dr. Fleming, 
succeeded him in that office, and continued to hold it till the pressure 
of his various avocations compelled him to relinquish it in 1868, when 
the duties were undertaken by the present Hon. Sec, Mr. R. H. Wood, 
to whose persevering and very valuable services the Society has been so 
much indebted. As an Editor, Mr. Langton*s knowledge was so ex- 
tensive and accurate, and whatever he undertook was so carefully exe- 
cuted, that it is to be regretted that more volumes have not appeared 
in the Series embodying the results of his well-digested materials and re- 
search. Of the three very interesting Miscellaneous collections con- 
tributed by himself and others — vols. 24, 37 and 57 in the Series — he 
took the general Editorial superintendence. He edited also the two 
volumes of the Townley Inquisitions post mortem — vols. 95 and 99 — 
and the first part of the Visitation of Lancashire — vol. 98. Notwith- 
standing the sad deprivation of eyesight, and the difficulty where so many 
minute historical dates and facts are concerned of conscientiously verifying 
the points involved, (and if ever there was a conscientious genealogist it 
was Mr. Langton,) his memory was so prompt and exact, and his com- 
mand over the materials he had collected so perfect, that with the aid of 
an Amanuensis he had well nigh brought the 2nd Vol. of the Visitation 
to a close, determined to leave nothing undone which he had taken in 
hand for the Chetham Society, when in the midst of his labors the final 
stroke came which deprived us of one who, in addition to his many other 
distinguishing merits, must ever rank as a very accomplished Antiquary 
and one to whom the Chetham Society owes much of its permanence 
and success. 

The Council cannot conclude this report without referring to the very 
useful *• Chronological List of the Chetham Society's Publications '* 
which has been carefully prepared by Mr. J. E. Bailey, F.SA., and 
which ought to be in the hands of every member. It is in the 4to. form 
so as to range with the Chetham Series, and gives the contents of the Vols, 
in historical sequence, and affords a List also of works which have been 
at various times suggested but have not hitherto been taken in hand. 
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
